The HENDRICKS, as you know, came from Anson County, N.C. as it appears most 
of Wayne County did.

We have been able to trace our Horne or Horn ancestors 
back to Shirod Horne, born somewhere in North Caroline about 
1760 and he was a veteran of the American Revolution. Shirod 
Horne's wife was Patsy Thurmand of South Caroline.

It was such a delight to get to talk with you today 
since you are the person who has been such a help to me 
already through your work. I’m sure you would much rather 
have been back to work already so I hope this finds you 
feeling better. 


As we discussed, my great great grandmother, Elizabeth 
Gordon Horne born ii April 1823 in Mississippi appears on the 
1850 Census of Hinds County, MS, as the wife of Xenaphon L. 
Bracey aged 28 with a daughter Elcy aged 11. X.L. appears on 
the 1840 Clarke County Census as between 20 - 30, with a wife 
between 20 - 30 and one female child less than five years of 
age. I believe these to be the same family as I can trace 
X.L. through tax records in Hinds Co. in 1839 but gone in 
1846 and back again in 1850. I can find no record of their 
marriage but feel those records must have been destroyed when 
the Wayne county court house burned. Needless to say I am 
delighted that you have collected marriage records in your 
book Who Married Whom in Wayne County and have enclosed my 
check for $26.50. 


Your book Who Lived Where in Wayne County shows that 
X.L. Bracey bought property next to John Hendricks Horne in 
Clarke County and also states that the children of John H. 
and Collins L. Horne, his brother, are known. I feel there 
is enough circumstantial evidence to pursue either of them as 
Elizabeth’s father so am anxious to see whom you have listed 
as their children. I have checked both Vol. 1 and 2 of your 
books Miscellaneous Records of Southeast Mississippi which 
our library has but could find no such listing. Do you have 
another volume to suggest? 
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I am looking forward to working with you on this 
project. Thank you again for all of the work it has taken to 
make this information available to the rest of us. If there 
is anything that I can do for you here in the Tennessee State 
Archives, please let me know.

AFFIDAVIT OF JAMES BUCHANAN HORNE, STONECUTTER 


The Washington Aqueduct, know as Cabin John Bridge, forms part of the system which supplies the city of 
Washington, D. C. with water. It is 420 feet in length, its span is 250 feet (sic) - one of the largest stone arches in the 
world. It was begun building in 1853, while Jefferson Davis, of the State of Mississippi, was Secretary of War. During 
the War between the States the name of Jefferson Davis was erased through order of Caleb B. Smith, Secretary of the 
Interior, by John Babbinger, a stone-cutter workman. In 1909, President Roosevelt ordered the name to be restored. J. 
B. Horne, a stonecutter from Moss Point, Miss. subcontracted the work from the original contractor for the sum of 
$127.75. He began the work of restoration Tuesday, April 13th. The completion of the restoration of the name of 
Jefferson Davis was effected Friday, May 14, 1909. The dressing of the work and final completion was ended May 19, 
1909... The tools with which this work was done consisted of 24 chisels and one hammer bought new for that work, and 
have never been used on any other work. These aforesaid tools are hereby sold to Mrs. Katie Walker Behan, of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, this the 14th day of July, 1909, for the sum of fifty dollars and are herewith turned over to her. 


The tenacious Mrs. Behan had the tools used in the restoration placed in the Jefferson Davis repository at Memorial 
Hall in New Orleans.
